RATHER idee that the two 

men. who had died of heart 
failure while out in the field. had 
spent days pohshinz up their 
guns, and arranging their hunt- 
ing equipment, and seeing that 
their dogs were in good trim for 
tne day in the fields. But, did 
they prepare themselves and test 
cut their strength to see that 
they were fit for the day’s work? 
Ii. has always seemed strange to 
me that a man would sit at a 
desk ten months of the year, 
walking perhaps one or maybe 
two miles a day, and then on a 
certain day decide that he could 
gz0 out in the fields and walk 
eight, ten or even fifteen miles 
through snow and mud and 
brush and not suffer from it.

E have a record of those who 

died in this sort of adven- 
ture, but we cannot tell how 
many more will die from pneu- 
mognia, or rheumatism, or influ- 
enza, and exposure. One-half 
million guns out in the open, 
that haven't been used for a 
year! A large part of those 
hunting have used a gun only a 
few times, have been hunting 
only occasionally and have not 
learned to be cautious. There is 
an old saying that ‘familiarity 
li€eds contempt.” Famihavity 
with a gun breeds respect. 


INE of the accidents recorded 

states that a man was walk- 
ing through a village carrying a 
loaded gun, he stumbled and fell, 
the gun was discharged and a 
bystander’s arm was severely in- 
jured. Why would that man 
carry a loaded shotgun among 
people? Why will hunters crawl 
through a fence or a brush pile 
and drag his gun after him by 
the muzzle? Why hammer ona 
log or brush pile with the stock 
of his loaded gun? Surely he 
hasn't learned to respect a gun. 


GUN is much like an auto- 

mobile, you may know what 
You intend to do with your gun, 
but you don’t know what the 
other fellow will do with his. 
Accidents will happen. and when 
they do. we must have some idea 
of what to do to minimize the 
injury as much as possible. Bul- 
let wounds of themselves are 
sterile. but aif the shot goes 
through clothing or shoes or 
Girty skin, it carries dirt and 
fragments of cloth with it, which 
is dangerous. from an infection 
standpoint. Also it is frequently 
a closed wound and air cannot 
get in and the danger of tetanus 
or lockjaw is great. 

LL cases of gunshot wounds 

that are beyond the skin 
showld be given anti-tetanus 
serum. Wounds of the arms and 
legs may cut large blood vessels 
and the hemorrhage will be se- 
vere. The man with a gun should 
krow how to stop bleeding by 
applying a compression bandage 
above the wound. He should be 
familiar with the way to steril- 
ize and bandage a deep scratch, 
especially one from a_ barbed 
wire fence. He should know how 
to make a splint for a broken 
bone and if necessary a stretcher 
to carry the injured. 


ND, of course, he takes with 
him a first-aid kit or he 
might be taking a bigger risk 
‘han he thinks. Hunting is a 
great. sport if participated in 
with intelligence and discretion.

MISS HUNT It may be 
some physi- 
cal disorder to which you have 
paid no attention, it may be 
yained eyes. harsh treatment 
oF the skin, overwork or insuffi- 
cient sleep. Any of these things 
will attack the eye area before 
there are any other symptoms. 
Whatever the cause may be, you 
should fly to the rescue of the 
eyes and do all in your power to 
eradicate any blemishes and 
their underlying cause. 

If the skin underneath the 
eves is loosened and baggy try 
this simple and effective treat- 
ment. Use a rich cream and a 
tonic made especialiy for the 
eyes if you can afford them. If 
not use a rich cream and a mild 
skin tonic. Smooth the cream 
around your eyes and into the 
lids and leave it on overnight. 

In the morning apply. still 
more of the cream and leave it 
on while you take your morning 
shower or sponge bath. When 
you have finished, wipe off the 
cream and moisten a pad of cot- 
ton in cold water, squeeze it out 
and dip in the eye preparation or 
ordinary skin tonic and pat 
lightly over the area surrounding 
the eyes for five minutes. The 
cream softens the skin and the 
tonic tightens it and improves 
the circulation. 

When there are ugly bags 
under your eyes, hot and cold 
compresses are the safest and 
most effective treatment that you 
can try at home. Spread a rich 
cream or oil of sweet almonds 
under and around the eyes. You 
will need a bowl each of hot 
water and of very cold or ice 
water. If you happen to have 
some of the fragrant soothing 


little herb packs made especially 
tor the eyes use them. If not 
squeeze pads of cotton out of the 
hot water and keeping them as 
hot as you can bear without dis- 
comfort, place them over the 
eyes. Be careful not to press the 
eyeball, but hold the pads tight 
at the corners. 


Relax on a couch or comfort- 


able chair until the pads are 
lukewarm, then drop them into 
the bowl of hot water. Dip your 
fingers in cold water and smooth 


over the eyelids and under the 


eyes. Repeat the hot packs and 


cold water until you are com- 
pletely relaxed. Finish with skin 


tonic. Pads of cotton dipped into 


ice water and renewed as soon 
as the chill leaves them will also 
help reduce bags under the eyes. 
Try this treatment when you 
come in from a shopping tour 
with a terrible headache and 


your eyes feel tired and irritated. 

Massage is also good for the 
eyes but the movements should 
be very gentle and should not be 
continued for more than five 
minutes each day, Spread a rich 
cream around the eyes and on 
the temples. Circle the eye 
sockets gently, avoiding the eye- 
balls, and starting at the nose 
and going upward and outward 
then inward below the eye. Re- 
peat ten times. 


For small lines at the corners 
of the eyes, place the fingers of 
each hand on the temples and 
work in small circles over the 
area. Keep the movement up- 
ward and toward the back of 
the head. For scowl lines between 
the eyes, stroke gently upward 
with the first two fingers, much 
the same as you would smooth 
out the creases in a piece of 
paper. Remove the cream after 
the massage and finish with ice 
water or with an astringent.

Tasty Dishes for Today 


THRIFTY MEALS 
TO TEMPT ONE

fj Yetcats is pretty important to 

most homemakers right now. 
Few are so well off that the hol- 
iday season with its calls for ex- 
tre expenditures, isn't a little 
embarrassing. Presents and 
pians for an elaborate Christmas 


dinner with extra guests, means 
saueezing pennies here and there 
from the food budget the next 
few weeks. 

Yet there must be no hint of 
economy in your mind! Meals 
must be just as appealing and 
as attractive to the eye as they 
ever were. And here are some 
suggested receips for economica! 
meals that are so tempting they 
make your mouth water My 
first suggestion is that vou serve 
fish, canned or fresh, cheese and 
eggs frequently in place of meat. 
This is usually the biggest item 
on your food list. and any sav- 
ings there will count up appre- 
ciably. 

salmon Souffle 

For the salmon souffle. remove 
the bones and skin from one 
large can salmon, separate into 
large flakes and season with one- 
feurth teaspoon salt, ou --e1ehth 
teaspoon paprika and two table- 
spoon lemon juice. Simmer to- 
gether one-half cup bread 
crumbs and one-half cup milk 
then add the salmon and three 
ege Volks beaten until light. Fold 
in the whites of the eggs beaten 
until stiff. Turn into a buttered 
qaish, set in a pan of hot water 
and bake in a moderate oven 
until fitin Serve with a nicely 
scasoned Spanish sauce. 

Salmon Balls 

Salmon balls are easy to make 
and easier to eat. Flake the 
salmon and season with lemon 
juice and a little grated or fine- 
ly chopped onion. Moisten with 
ene slightly beaten cgz and form 
into balls, or croquettes. Roll in 
fine carcker crumbs and fry in 
deep fat. Drain on unglazed 
paper and serve on a hot platter 
with crisp curls of bacon and 
sbrigs of parsley. 

Rice Croquettes 

The rice croquettes in the first 
menu add a pleasing touch to 
the menu Soak one-half cup 
rice overnight in enough cold 
water to cover it. Drain and 
add one-half cup boiling water 
and cook in a double boiler until 
the rice has absorbed. all of the 
water. Add one and one-fourth 
cups milk and cook until all of 
the milk is absorbed.

“lend” Serriguy for the period 
necessary to organize an Allied 
General Staff Weadquarters on 
the Italian front. 

When he arrivea at Padua, 
General Serrigny asserts he 
found no maps, no_ airplane 
photographs and nothing on 
which his staff could work. He 
Instructed the war correspond- 
ents assigned in that area to 
spend a week in Venice and for- 
bade any mention of the pres- 
ence of American or French 
(iCops on the British front. When 
the correspondents returned, the 
fiahan line had stiffened and the 
danger was past. 

Born in Burgundy in 187u, 
Bernard Serrigny was a class- 
mate of Anatole France at the 
Stanislas College in Paris. By the 
outbreak of the World Wa. he 
had reached the grade of colonel 
as well as abeanied prominence 
for his writings. His literary ef- 
forts were Ree the Prix 
Thirouan by the Academy of 
France in 1913. After writing on 
war and economic movements, 
Serrighy wrote, “An Evaluation 
of the German Empire,’ just one 
vear before war was declared. 
This work won the prize of the 
Academy of Moral and Political 
Science. 

As a colonel, Serrigny became 
Petain's chief of staff and fought 
through the terrible days of 
Chemir des Dames. Later he 
commanded the 62nd and 77th 
French Divisions with success 
and when the war was over he 
became # major general and 
under -chief of staff of the 
French Army. In 1927, Serrigny 
was mentioned as a successor to 
General Debeney as Chief of 
Staff 

The ‘smiling general” as his 
inet described him went back to 
his writing when_ hostilities 
ceased. His postwar book, ‘Re- 
flections on the Art of War,’ is 
considered a masterpiece of mili- 
tary tactics. He also served as 
Military Governor of Lyons, 
commanding troops in the Rhone 
Valley, but a year ago he re- 
signed and retired. Many believe 
his early retirement resulted 
from his anger at finding his 
way to the Supreme War Coun- 
cil, blocked by other generals,

ERNARD FAY, the French 

professor who has enlight- 
ened his fellow - countrymen on 
Roosevelt and the United States 
in his nev’ book, “Roosevelt and 
His America,” spends so much 
time in .america that he has been 
called an unofficial ambassador 
from France. 

Born in 1893, a captain in the 
French Army during the World 
War, twice decorated for bravery 
(at Verdun and in Belgium), 
educated at the Sorbonne and at 
Harvard, he became the young- 
est professor at the College de 
France wher he was made Pro- 
fessor of American Civilization— 
a chair created expressly for 
him. Fay has been making regu- 
lar visits to the United States for 
sixteen years and has lectured 
at Columbia, the University of 
Chicago, Northwestern Univer- 
sity, and Harvard. 

Of his many books, Franklin: 
The Apostle of Modern Times” 
is best known. His other books 
include “The Revolutionary 
Spirit in France and in America” 
‘which won the first award of 
the Jusserand Medal cf the 
American Historical Associa- 
tion), “A Panorama of Contcmp- 
Orary French Literature,” 

Washington: Republican Aris- 
ticrat,’’ and, more recently, “The 
Two Franklins: Fathers of 
American Democracy.”

OUR modern women some- 

times question injustice of 
any distinction between the same 
offense committed by a husband 
and by a wife.
